Albany, N. Y., June 30 UR—The 


Assembly's Republican-controlled 
ways and means committee today 
blocked, temporarily at least, res- 
toration of a part of a GOP $25,- 
000,000 budget slash by killing 
three Democratic measures seek- 
ing restoration of state education 
and highway aid. 


At the same time, the commit- 


tee paved the way for prompt ac- 
tion on the majority's reduced ap- 
propriation for state departments, 
a program invalidated by the 
courts, by reporting out the meas- 
ure for a vote along with 31 ap- 
propriation bills. 


Assemblyman Abbot Low Mof- 


fat, Republican chairman of thfe 
ways and means committee, said 
the 
committee defeated by a 


straight party vote efforts of As- 
sembly Democratic Leader Irwin 
Steingut to force consideration of 
his bills to restore 510,000,000 in 
state aid for education, $7,000,- 
000 for highways, and salaries of 
official court referees. 


Recess Taken 


After a brief forenoon session, 


the legislature recessed for sev- 
eral hours with Republican major- 
ity leaders determined to pass 
their economy budget to bring 
final adjournment of a special ses- 
sion by 5 p. m. 


Despite the blockade of a vote 


on the bills to restore cuts, Demo- 
crats maintained they will con- 
tinue their battle by- -asking a 
floor vote to bring their bills from 
the Republican committee. 


Another bill sponsored by As- 


semblyman Abbot Low 
Moffat, 


Republican chairman of the ways 
and means committee, to permit 
local slashing of teachers' 
pay, 


was jeopardized, leaders said, by 
the prospect the governor will re- 
luse to give an "emergency mes- 
sage" needed to forestall a three- 
day delay on all bills. 


"If the executive refuses to give 


such a message," one leader said, 
"we will not act on the measure 
lather than wait the necessary 
three days and come back to the 
capitol again."

Washington, June 30 150—The 


Senate civil service committee 
approved today the nomination 
o£ Arthur F. Flemming, a profes- 
sor at American University here, 
to be a member of the civil serv- 
ice commission. 


Flemming, who was born in 


Kingston, N. Y., is 34 years old. 
Committee aides said if his nomi- 
nation was confirmed by the Sen- 
ate, he would be the youngest 
member of the commission since 
Theodore Roosevelt. 


President Signs Tax Bill 
Eliminating Profits Levy 


Washington, June 30 <*>.—President Roosevelt has signed 


the business tax revision bill which does away with the undis- 
tributed profits levy. 


- The measure became law at 10 o'clock last night It re- 


enacts excise taxes expiring June 30 and also revamping the 
corporate tax setup in response to a widespread demand for 
government to ease up on business. 


For the graduated undivided profits tax, the legislation 


substitutes a flat 18 per cent levy on the income of corporations 
making more than $25,000. 


It leaves the taxes on small corporations just as they are— 


from 12J/a to 16 per cent—but gives all corporations, partner- 
ships and individuals the right to carry over their business losses 
for two years. Present law permits no carryover. 


A new formula is provided for figuring the tax on capital 


gains, permitting corporations to deduct in full from their tax- 
able income capital losses on assets held more than 18 months. 
The deduction must be taken during the year in which the loss 
occurred. 


Losses on assets held less than 18 months can be used to 


offset similar short term capital during the same year. An ex- 
cess of losses over gainj may be carried over for one year.

Teachers getting less than $2,100 
would be exempt. 


Moffat

ture "reconsider carefully" 
its 


pruning of education funds and 
was designed chiefly to meet a 
threat by the New York city board 
of education to abolish kinder- 
gartens and night schools. 


The bill, which also permits 


suspension of teacher salary in- 
crements for one year, would pro- 
hibit the elimination 
of such 


services. Emphasizing that none 
of its provisions are mandatory, 
Moffat estimated it would make 
possible a $4,000,000 saving in 
New York city.

The effort of Blanche Winters, 


26, of Modena, to recover clothes 
pins innocently hidden by her in- 
fant son, resulted in the young 
mother's death early yesterday 
afternoon when she came in con- 
tact with a wire under the floor- 
ing of her home. 


Only an instant prior to the 


woman's fatal encounter with the 
wire her five-year-old daughter, 
Phyllis, barely escaped death in 
the same manner when she had 
touched the wire in an effort to 
help her mother and was severely 
shocked. 


The two.,had made their way 


under the flooring of an addition 
to their home to retrieve 
the 


clothespins 
which 
had 
been 


dropped by three-year-old Alford 
through holes cut in the floor for 
installation of plumbing. 


Mother Near Girl 


Phyllis, perhaps because she 


was more able to get under the 
flooring of the new section on the 
house, first went to the spot 
where they thought the clothes 
pins would be. Her mother was 
near her at the time, but was 
perhaps unaware that the child 
had been shocked by an electric 
wire. 


A few seconds later, the moth- 


er, apparently reaching in for the 
clothes pins, came in contact with 
the wire, and from what the au- 
thorities were able to learn, she 
had apparently been in a position 
to allow grounding of the current,, 
possible through a water pipe. 


A voltage ot 220 is maintained 


on the electric system of the area 
and the wire touched by Mrs. Win- 
ters was one conveying electric 
service into their home. 


Coroner's Verdict 


Coroner Howard B. Humiston, 


who investigated the accident, 
gave a verdict to the effect that 
the woman was accidentally killed 
by an electric shock by contact 
with an electric wire in her home. 


Space between the ground and 


the flooring of the new addition on 
tjie house was ample enough to 
allow for Mrs. Winters and her 
daughter to crawl underneath and 
the wiring ran under the flooring 
to the upper part of the building.

daughter, Bernice Elizabeth Gray, has been ordered to leave the coun- 
try although she has lived here for 51 years.

sphere reporting. 


Average Tear for Iceberg*. 


There is usually one cutter in the 


vicinity of Bermuda, another near 
Nova Scotia and a third along the 
Grand Banks of Newfoundland. The 
normal activity of these vessels is 
the "ice patrol," aimed to protect 
shipping agatait the Icebergs that 
drift into the North Atlantic. Since 
this patrol was inaugurated 25 years 
ago there has been no loss of life in 
the North Atlantic because of chip 
collision with ice. The forecast for 
this summer was for 490 icebergs in 
the North Atlantic, about an aver 
age number. 


The cutters are furnished with bal- 


loons, each about 15 feet in diame 
ter, each equipped with a radio 
transmitter. The released balloon 
sends signals at intervals of several 
seconds to a receiving device aboard 
ship, which records in diagrammat- 
ic form barometric pressure, tem- 
perature and humidity. Findings in 
vicinity of Nova Scotia or Newfound- 
land, Grand Banks and Bermuda 
are correlated for analysis, thus giv- 
ing insight into the general pattern 
of northwestern Atlantic weather at 
high altitudes. The test period will 
extend to July 11. 


The first radio balloon sent up this 


spring attained an altitude of 35,000 
feet and reported a temperature 
there of 60 degrees below zero, 
Fahrenheit. The balloons have a 
theoretical elevation capacity of 80,- 
000 feet and in overland tests have 
already reached 57,000 feet. 


To Aid Island Forecasts. 


The view of North Atlantic weath- 


er conditions will facilitate weather 
forecasting for continental North 
America, as the high altitude find- 
ings can be correlated with ships' 
surface weather reports. 


Test flights of the Pan-American 


Airway clippers have demonstrated 
the need for the high altitude weath- 
er reports, and Gen. Vladimir Kok- 
kinakf, Soviet transatlantic pilot who 
recently flew from Moscow to the 
St. Lawrence bay told the United 
Press that the high altitude weather 
reporting of sll countries is notably 
deficient. 


Heretofore, high altitude data in 


the North Atlantic have been avail- 
able only from the infrequent flights 
of planes, hazardous over the fog- 
shrouded banks. The new balloons 
cost about S30 each, less than the 
expense of an airplane flight, and 
are equipped with a parachute to 
ease the landing, so that at least 
some of them may eventually be re- 
covered. The balloons are inflated 
with helium.

ghetti. 


Comprising less than 15,000 acres 


and lurrounded on three sides by 
Yugoslavia, Zara entered upon its 
career as a Scotchman's paradise 
in 1919 when the Italian government 
decided to make it a tax-free city. 
American cigarettes and high grade 
alcohols soon became Zara's princi- 
pal industries and the local citizen- 
ry, although they earn no more than 
workers in other Italian towns, live 
like veritable millionaires.

At Kingston High 


. Summer high school courses, 
•approved by the State .Board of 
Education, will be conducted in 
Kingston High School, registra- 
tion beginning Wednesday morn- 
ing, July 5, between 8 and 9 
o'clock. The courses will last 
until August 22, with sessions 
every school day from 8 to 12 
noon, except on July 5 when they 
will be from 1 to 4 p. m. and 
Saturday, July 8, from 8 to 12. 
There will be no registrations 
alter July 6. 
• The purposes of the summer 
high schol as stated by. the State 
Education Department, are espe- 
cially intended for three classes 
of pupils: 
. First:. Candidates for entrance 
to college in the following Sep- 
tember. 
' Second: Pupils repeating work 
in which they have failed. 
Tj\ird: Pupils of exceptional 
ability who wish to shorten their 
high school course. 
Courses in civics, 
economic 
citizenship, economic geography 1 
and economic geography 2 are 
open to all students. 
For students who have .failed 
in regular term work and are re- 
peating, classes will be offered in 
the following subjects: . 
English, Latin 1 and 2, French, 
general mathematics, elementary 
algebra, 
intermediate 
-algebra, 
plane geometry, commercial arith- 
metic, general science, physics, 
chemistry, civics, economic citi- 
zenship, history A, history B, his- 


tory C, economic geography 1 and 
2.Pupils will be allowed to take 
an advanced term of any of the 
above subjects if the preceding 
term's work in that subject shows 
an average of 85 per cent 
oir 
more. Special cases may be con- 
sidered by the principal. Bring 
last report card at time of regis- 
tration. 


No pupil will be permitted to 
register for a subject he has never 
studied in an approved 
high 
school for at least 10 weeks. 


No class will be formed for less 
than 10 pupils. 


No classes will be offered in 
drawing, shop, homemaking or 
commercial subjects except those 
mentioned above. 
Pupils who have never attended 


an approved high school will not 
be admitted. 
There will be no tuition charge 
for high school pupils whose par- 
ents live within the boundaries of 
the city of Kingston. Non-resi- 
dents from other high schools will 
be permitted to register upon the 
recommendation of their prin- 
cipal providing they comply with 
the rules as stated herein, and 
present a statement from the 
principal with their grades and 
time spent in that subject. Tui- 
tion for non-residents will be |10 
per subject, payable in advance. 
No pupil will be permitted to 
register for more than two sub- 
jects. Attendance must be regu- 
lar, and prompt. Idlers will be 
promptly dismissed after 
one 


warning. 
T. L. Culver, vice principal ot 
the Kingston High School, will act 
as principal of the summer school 
All of his assistants will be 
Kingston High School teachers 
who are specialists in the sub- 
jects they teach. 


On the 21st and 22nd of August. 
regents and school examinations 
will be given in practically all the 
subjects taught in the summer 
school. Standings earned in re- 
gents examinations in August may 
be applied toward 
a regents 
academic or college 
entrance 
diploma. To be admitted to the 
final examinations, all students 
must have been in attendance 30 
or more days. There can be no 
exception to this rule of the 
regents.

DEADLY FIREWORKS 


There are hundreds of cities and towns in 


~ America that have laws against selling, buy- 
ing and exploding dangerous fireworks. 
..These laws were enacted many years ago, 
when the nation had become horrified by the 
killing and maiming of so many hundred peo- 
ple — mostly children — on the Fourth of July, 
and the ensuing outbreaks of lockjaw. But 
such laws are mostly not very well enforced 
in recent years. 


The trouble usually comes from grown-ups 


importing firecrackers from other towns, and 
from parents of children buying fireworks 
from bootleg stands that spring up^on the 
country roads, outside of the city limits. 


Parents, at least, should know better. And 


children should be encouraged in every way 
to celebrate the day sensibly. 


There is an ordinance in the City of Kings- 


ton regulating the sale, use and storage of 
fireworks. Under the provisions of the ordi- 
nance it shall be unlawful for any person to 
fire, discharge or explode fireworks of any 
kind at any time except on Independence 
Day. 


Ten precautionary "Don'ts" for the pre- 


vention of accidents in connection with the 
Fourth of July fireworks have been issued 
by the New York State Commission for the 
Blind. Pointing out the toll of eye injuries 
among children and adults is still needlessly 
high, the commission lists the following ten 
"Don'ts" to help reduce blindness: 


Don't try to investigate unexploded fire- 


crackers—they may be just going off. 


Don't be careless with blank cartridges— a 


powder blast may mean the loss of sight. 


Don't stand near a tin can with a lighted 


cracker under it— the can may shatter and 
hurl metal splinters into the eyes. 


Don't put a lighted firecracker in a bottle 


— glass splinters frequently strike the eyes. 


Don't hold sparklers near the eyes— they 


are not harmless. 


Don't hold Roman candles except parallel 


to the body— they may backfire. 


Don't throw lighted firecrackers. 
Don't stand near a bursting torpedo. 
Don't get near a rocket— it sometimes 


shifts direction and may strike back. 


Don't spoil your fun by jeopardizing your 


own or another person's eyesight or life by 
being careless. 


Gtrman race, no matter where they live.

They mean loyalty to 
Adolf Hitler and the hard, selfish, unprinci- 
pled type of national life that the Third Reich 
represents. Most of our German-Americans 
do not regard that mode of life as really 
German.

Quite a bit of courting 
there, too.

SANE PEACE PLANNING 


The pacifists are getting down to brass 


tacks. They realize that war cannot be pre- 
vented merely by recognizing its folly or 
calling it jnass murder. The intelligent ones 
admit that preparedness in these times is 
vital for any nation, but they do not stop 
with that. They look into the causes of the 
disturbed condition of the world today and 
seek to supplement military preparedness 
with non-military measures which may, 
some day, reduce the chances' of war. 


This was the purpose of the recent Cana- 


dian-American conference at Canton, N. Y., 
sponsored by the Carnegie Endowment for 
International Peace. Dr. James T. Shotwell, 
of Woodstock, professor of history at Colum- 
bia and since 1924 director of the division 
of economics and history of the Carnegie 
peace organization, left two striking ideas 
with the delegates in his farewell speech. 


One was unity in peace efforts. "We must 


place our trust in organizations worthy of 
being trusted if we are to check the spread 
of anarchy, subdue force and allow civiliza- 
tion to develop," he said. 


The other was a peace structure built on 


firm foundations. "World peace can never 
be established unless we develop the princi- 
ples and practice of social, political and eco- 
nomic justice at home." Lacking these, na- 
tions look to foreign conquest to solve—or 
conceal—internal problems.

CANCER OF THE STOMACH 


With cancer of the lip, mouth, breast, and ut- 


erus—all parts that can be reached readily by op- 
eration or radium — there is always an excellent 
chance of recovery. But, "it is a melancholy fact 
that over half of all cases of cancer of the stomach 
are past any hope of treatment by the time the 
condition is known to be cancer. Another twenty- 
five per cent will be on the borderline; that is, al- 
though the growth in the stomach itself may be 
removed, secondary growths (which started with 
the stomach growth and have been carried to other 
parts) are probaby present in glands and other or- 
gans. This means that in less than twenty-five per 
cent of all cases is the diagnosis (definite knowledge 
that cancer is present) made early enough to allow 
any chance for cure." 
When we learn, then, from the above statements 


from Handbook on Cancer, published by the Canad- 
ian Medical Association, that but one of every four 
cases of stomach cancer is curable when discovered, 
we can realize why this and other organizations are 
making tremendous efforts to teach us all that 
"early discovery of stomach cancer means a cure 
and late discovery means no possible cure." 


Dr. Sarah M. Jordan, Boston, in the Journal of 


the American Medical Association, discusses results 
in her study of 251 cases of stomach cancer. 


"Cancer of the stomach is found twice as fre- 


quently in men as in women, but all persons more 
than 30 years of age should be suspected of it when 
certain symptoms are found." 


The symptoms are pain or distress, loss of appe- 
tite, loss of weight, loss of strength, vomiting, belch- 
ing and hiccups, difficulty in swallowing, pallor, 
nausea without vomiting, diarrhoea and constipa- 
tion." 
There are some cases, of course, 10 per cent or 


less, where there are apparently no symptoms pres- 
ent until it is too late to operate, but close investi- 
gation would likely reveal "slight" indigestion; 
"slight" loss of appetite, and, perhaps, "slight" loss 
of weight, any or all of which might go unnoticed 
by the patient. 


If, then, as pointed out by Dr. Jordan, all per- 


sons past 30 years of age should be suspected of 
having cancer of the stomach when above symp- 
toms are present, the patient must be educated to 
the idea of early and repeated examinations—stom- 
ach, contents, Xray of stomach, blood in stool—if 
unexplained symptoms persist.

Instalment debt has also in- 


creased sensationally.

build their roofs, and do other re- 
pair work on an easy-payment 
>asis. The government also en- 
couraged the sale of electrical ap- 
aliances on a time basis. 
This 


was splendid advertising for time 
sales schemes. In the boomlet of 
1936-37, instalment selling went 
on a rampage from which it has 
not yet returned. 


Instalment selling has spread 


into many other fields. Look at 
your current mail-order catalogue 
and see how some concerns are 
merchandizing "soft" goods on an 
easy-payment 
basis. 
You can 


buy anything today—even shirts, 
socks, and underwear—on time 
payments if your total order 
amounts to $10. Instalment sell- 
ing has made it more difficult than 
ever to forecast business condi- 
tions. Ten years ago if you knew 
the value of inventories unsold 
and the amount of bank loans 
outstanding, you had a good idea 
as to the trend of future business. 
Today, the amount of money owed 
on instalment contracts is also a 
tremendous factor. 


Debt Reduction Discouraged 
Not only has little been done to 


help reduce debt, but the recent 
tax laws have discouraged busi- 
ness men in doing so. For in- 
stance, if a small and financially 
weak concern could buy up its 
notes at a substantial discount the 
discount would have to be re- 
ported at the end of the year as 
profit and be taxed at 12 to 16 
per cent. 
Meanwhile, big busi- 


ness concerns, whose bonds anc 
notes have been selling at par 
or better, have been calling their 
bonds and refinancing their debt 
They have thus been able to take 
advantage of the lowest interesi 
rates in history and have cut 
their fixed charges drastically 
The small business man has been 
unable to do this. 


The latest idea in Washington 


is to encourage debt reduction 
It will permit financially weak 
concerns to buy in their interest- 
bearing obligations At less than 
par without incurring a tax 
liability. As far as helping out 
the smaller business man from i 
credit standpoint, this is the first 
forward itep that congres* has 


taken in a long time. The un- 
distributed profits tax was also a 
handicap to business concerns, big 
and small, who wanted to cut 
their debts. This tax is being 
completely abolished in the new 
"business relief" tax measure now 
going through Congress. 


The bill, which wipes out the 


tax liability incurred by a com- 
pany buying in its own obligations 
below par, is a constructive step. 
It can become a definite aid to 
executives, workers, and investors 
of weak business concerns. This 
new 
program 
should help to 


strengthen 
many second - grade 


bond and note issues. 
In fact, 


with high-grade corporation bonds 
selling at all-time highs, many 
business and professional men, 
who can afford to take a little 
extra risk, may be wiser in buy- 
ing some of the better second- 
grade issues.

'Art in Dark Ages. «-.

TEOY, N. Y. — Many medical 


practices considered by laymen as 
mod'Tn miracles were conceived 
and used extensively centur'es ago, 
according to Dr. Kurt F. Leidecker 
Of Bensselaer Polytechnic institute. 


Bone-ietting is nearly "as old as 


civflited man," cutting of the skull 
was practiced by backward tribes 
before Columbus discovered Ameri- 
ca, and hypnosis is several hundred 
years old. 


Trepanation, or cutting through 


the tJcull to relieve pressure or irri- 
tation Of the brain, was an art Of an- 
cient witch doctors, Dr. Leidecker 
said. 


"This operation was already in 


vogue in neolithic man, among the 
Incas and backward Indians, Poly- 
nesian and other tribes." he ex- 
plained. "The malady, however, 
•whether insanity or a headache, was 
identified with evil spirns, and the 
surgical opening of the skull or the 
incision Of the scalp—with subse- 
quent cauterization—was supposed 
to allow evil spirits to escape. 


"Bone-setting is an art almost as 


old as ciVUi«d man. Practiced in 
Egypt about 4,500 year? ago with 
sufficient frequency that we are able 
to attest to it by excavations, it im- 
plies at least a primitive knowledge 
of bony and cartilaginous regenera- 
tion. 


Not only direct medical practices, 


but also community diieaie pre- 
ventive work and social measures 
now being discussed in congress and 
state legislatures as revolutionary 
iocial advances, are 3,000 years old, 
according to Dr. Leidecker. 


"Prophylactics in medicine, by 


giene, diet, clearance of slum dis-

Specializes in Vitamins 


Ornamental herb gardens, for 


which a fashion has developed in 
the last few years, 
are being 


rapidly evolved into decorative 
vegetable plots, in which' are 
grown the crops most required 
to furnish the family with its 
necessary vitamins. 


Since the herb,, garden of colo- 


nial times was 'largely concerned 
with 'the production of medicinal 
plants, whose virtues are no longer 
esteemed, the vitamin garden may 
be considered a logical develop- 
ment, filling the same purpose in 
the modern mode of life. 


The practical purposes of such.a 


garden do not require that it be 
decorative; but pleasure in It be- 
comes much greater, if it fits into 
the integral scheme of landscaping. 


Usually this is best accomplish- 


ed by enclosing with a. fence an 
area which is well drained and has 
several hours of sunshine each 
day; which, may be of any size 
from 10 feet square and up. A 
small space, well prepared, sup- 
plied with abundant plant food, and 
cared for, will produce more food 
than a large space, not so well 
tendered. It will also be more at- 
tractive, take less work on the 
whole, and produce vegetables of 
finer quality. 


The small garden will be attrac- 


tive if laid out in beds'.with paths 
between them sufficiently wide to 
permit easy walking. There is a 
great variety of arrangements and 
in making these beds to be' certain 
of an ornamental factor provide 
room for an edging of flowering 
annuals. 


A circle may be used as the cen- 
tral feature as is often done in 
flower gardens. The beds may be 
laid out in squares or rectangles. 
The vegetables may be grown in 
a border around a central rect- 
angle with a walk about the cen-

Many Annuals Slow to Start 


Failure with annual flower seed 


is likely to be due in most cases 
to one of two causes—the time 
they take to germinate and the 
tininess of the seedling plants. 


Annuals which germinate quick- 


ly, such as zinnias, which come up 
in a few days, are easy for most 
garden markers. But larkspurs 
take fifteen days; petunias, twen- 
ty; sweet peas, fifteen, and in gen- 
eral there is a great variation in 
the time-it takes flower seeds to 


start growing, with many varieties 
taking much longer than the be- 
ginner is likely to expect. 


Consequently many a sowing is 


given up for lost before the seed 
has had time to grow, and when 
the seedlings do come they are not 
discovered. 


Tiny flower seedlings are easily 


destroyed by the wash of rains 
across the bed. They are subject 
to other hazards which will usually 
destroy them unless the gardener

Pay Check Climbed. 


\ A typical family earning $120 a 
month at average wage rates of 
1933 
and spending the same sura 


for living at 1933's average prices, 
had to pay $140.86 to maintain the 
same standard of living in April, 
1937, but meanwhile its monthly pay 
Check, based on industrial pay roll 
| figures, had climbed to $147.36. 
| At price levels of April, 1938, it 
cost the same family $138.60 for its 
living expenses, while its wage in- 
come had shrunk to almost the iden- 
tical figure—$138.62 By April, 1939, 
the family's monthly outgoes had 
fallen to $135.11; meanwhile its pay 
check had climbed to $142.62. 


A month's supply of food for a 


family of four, obtainable for $30 at 
1933 prices, cost S38 67 for the same 
items in April, 1937; $35.88 in April 
of 1938, and $34.61 in April of this 
year. Though the long decline in 
living costs leveled off in April, the 
report states, wholesale food prices 
again dropped sharply the third 
week in May. 


Average Wages Rise, 


Average wages per worker in 


February, 1939, were actually above 
February of 1937, the study shows. 
From January through April of 
1937, 
however, the spurt in wages 


was spectacularly swift, the report 
recalls. The rise since last Qctober 
has been gradual, and with the dip 
in April, has not kept pace with the 
193,7 spring pay roll expansion, which 
reached its peak in May of that year. 
Living costs spurted upward in ear- 
ly 1937 also, however; in 1939 they 
have actually worked lower. Thus 
the average family is fully as well 
off now in terms of actual buying 
power as it was in the spring of 
'37, the report states.

Fish Are Revealed as 
"•' 


Fashioning Gravel Nest* 
MONTREAL. — Quebec province 


has two species of fish that use a 
ton of gravel to build a nest. 


Dr. L. R. Richardson, McGill uni- 


versity authority on fresh-water fish, 
reveals that the fish, one known as 
fall fish or "Leucosmus corporalis," 
and the other as chub fish, are wait- 
ing for the disappearance of ice in 
lakes and rivers before starting ex- 
tensive building operations. 


Shortly after the ice goes out, the 


male of the fall fish species picks a 
likely spot and starts accumulating 
gravel. The ground floor is a bed 
of gravel five to six inches high, 
10 to 12 feet long, and three to five 
feet wide. 


Then he drives the female over 


the bed. She spawns and the male 
starts immediately to cover up the 
eggs with a pile of gravol which ul- 
timately attains a height of about 
three feet 


The nests may be observed pro- 


truding above the surface during 
low water in the summer, and later 
are washed away by ice. 


The eggs hatch in a week, and 


about three weeks later the young 
fish wriggle out between the stones, 
which are about a half inch to two 
inches in diameter. 


The chub fish build a smaller nest 


on the same plane.

NORTH PLATTE, NEB.— Atorwt 


fire which swept western Nebraska 
following- a prolonged drouth in the 
Twelfth century may hive been the 
contributing cause of the barren 
sandhills overlooking both sides of 
the Platte river. 


So believes Harry Weekley of the 


Nebraska experimental farm at 
North Platte, who began studying 
trees as a hobby and after yean of 
research has brought forth evidence 
that western Nebraska was covered 
in the Twelfth century by a forest 
of virgin red cedars. 


By measuring and comparing the 


growth rings of trees which have 
died recently, Weekley developed a 
graph depicting the increased and 
decreased cycle of rainfall over a 
period of years. 


Traces Ratal to 1M*. 


Applying the graph to lumber 


from trees which died at an unde- 
termined time, Weekley arrived at 
the dates of their death. Through 
this tedious method, he traced in- 
termittent drouth and high rainfall 
periods back to 1006. 


Three years ago, excavation for 


an Irrigation canal brought to light 
three stumps of two red cedars 
which once grew in the Platte val- 
ley. Their growth rings did not cor- 
relate with any of the periods back 
to 1606 but did match the Twelfth 
century growth ring graphs of a 
University of Arizona scientist, Dr. 
A. E. Douglas. 


Since then, Weekley has discov- 


ered in canyons along the Platte 
valley so many similar red cedara 
that he concluded the valley and 
foothills once were covered with 
virgin forest. 


Drought for 35 Years. 


Study, disclosed, Weekley laid, 


that the trees died from a drouth 
of 35 years duration. With the veg- 
etation gone from the soil, prairie 
winds covered the canyons with 
dust, sometimes 13 feet deep. 


Later Weekley said, a great flre 


apparently raged through the vege- 
tation which arose above the drifts. 
The fact that two-foot trees were 
consumed indicates the intensity of 
the flre, he explained. 


With all vegetation destroyed, 


winds played havoc with the soil 
and the sandhills formed from the 
drifting sands, Weekley theorizes. 
In the space of time, a period of 
light winds permitted grass to grow 
and the sandhills assumed their 
present form.

'Hadrian's Wall' Built by 


Ruler as Defense Line 


Hadrian's wall, one of the tourist 


wonders of northeast England, lo- 
cated near Carlisle, was built early 
in the second century under the di- 
rection of the emperor Hadrian, and 
was intended as the first line of de- 
fense agr. ist the wild tribes of Picts 
and later of Scots who migrated 
from Ireland to north Britain. The 
structure was about 15 feet high and 
eight wide, with a five-foot parapet 
on top of the north side to protect 
the patrol. It was made of rubble, 
faced with cut stone. 


About every four miles wai « 


walled fort covering several acres, 
built to accommodate from 500 to 
1,000 soldiers. At intervals of a mile 
between the forts wer* smaller 
posts, called milecastles. In addi- 
tion there were two turrets, 1* feet 
square, between the milecastles, 
where sentries were maintained. 


Many of the garrisons were per- 


manently stationed on the wall. The 
soldiers, who might have been re- 
cruited in any part of the empire, 
from North Africa and Spain to Syr- 
ia, Central Europe, France and Ger- 
"nany, often married British women 
who lived in the towns that grew 
up around each fort. The sons of 
such marriages usually joined the 
army.

nia, now special student in San Jose 
Sta'o college, California. The Arctic 
sch&olma'am has taught eight years 
in Bethel. 


"The Eskimos' attitude toward 


even missionaries, school teachers 
and all outsiders, regardless of their 
supenor learning and culture." Miss 
IJarlin asserted, "is very critical. 


"They are appreciative of the 


merit of truly outstanding people 
and are scornful of failure. By na- 
ture the Eskimo is brutally frank 
and childishly naive. Approval or 
disapproval can be read in their 
faces." 


Aside from this, Miss Martin de- 


clared, teaching young Eskimos the 
three R's and other subjects is no 


| different from teaching other chil- 


dren. 


Miss Martin prepared especially 


for her northern job by taking the 
special student courses at San Jose 
State college. 


Tall and earnest, Miss Martin said 


the attitude of the Eskimos regard- 
ing the laws of the white man is 
that if the law seems reasonable to 
them, they accept it and abide by It. 
However, if they don't like a law or 
if it doesn't seem reasonable to 
them, they just pack up and move 
off to a more distant hunting or fish- 
ing camp. But on the whole, as a 
people, they are gentle and law 
abiding. 


"The Eskimos put on the teach- 


ings of the missionaries," she com- 
mented, "like they do a gift of cloth- 
ing. The new is put on over the old. 


"They are usually converted on 


the surface, but underneath, they 
cling to their old beliefs and taboos."

Half of Wheat 
,: Belt Dry Again 


Lack of Moisture Indicates 


Shortage in 
Grain; 


Light Winter Crop. 


CHICAGO. — Reports of drc jth 


covering • large part of the / Tier- 
lean wheat belt and extending north 
into the three western Canadian 
provlncei have been received. It 
was estimated that over 50 per cent 
of the total North American wheat 
acreage is in the dry area. 


A large part of the area seeded 


to wheat west of the 100th meridian 
was taid to be rather urgently in 
need of additional moisture. There 
has been steady deterioration in th« 
outlook for winter wheat in parts ot 
Texai, Oklahoma, Kansas, and Ne- 
braska, and estimates on the prob- 
able harvest are being revised 
downward. 


The department of agriculture's 


report suggested 544,000,000 bushels 
of winter wheat. This is the small- 
est crop in about 25 years, with the 
exception of the 1933-35 period, when 
domestic production dropped below 
requirements. Last year's crop was 
a bumper one at 687,000,000 bushels. 


Speculators Perk Up. 


The combination of a shortage of 


surface and subsoil moisture in the 
American Northwest has caused 
wheat speculators to pay much 
more attention to weather reports 
from the latter area than they nor- 
mally do at this season. 
While 


seeding has l)ben completed and 
there was sufficient moisture to ger- 
minate the grain additional moisture 
must be received in the immediate 
future in order to prevent rapid de- 
terioration in the outlook. A Chi- 
cago expert, after allowing for'past 
weather conditions and normal pre- 
cipitation to July 1, suggests that 
the spring wheat crop in the Dakotas 
may be about 30,000,000 bushels less 
than in 1938. 


The outlook at the present time 


is for a possible aggregate wheat 
crop of about 750,000,000 bushels, 
experts say, or about the same as 
the average for the 1927-36 period— 
about 50,000,000 bushels in excess of 
domestic requirements. 


Corn Planting Well Along. 


Planting of corn made rapid prog- 


ress as the result of favorable weath- 
er conditions. The critical stage in 
the growth of the corn crop will 
come late in July and early in 
August when it starts to tassel. It 
is at this time that rain and mod- 
erate temperatures are most essen- 
tial if a large yield is to be secured. 
The trend of the market is expected 
to be determined largely by weath- 
er conditions during that period. 


All deliveries of wheat, oats, and 


soy beans have sold at new seasonal 
high prices. The small grains were 
affected mainly by dry weather re- 
ports, and soy beans by a scarcity 
of the cash article. Despite a rec- 
ord crop of soy beans harvested last 
year supplies are reported to be un- 
usually light.

De Lancey, the Tory, by three Yan- 
kees at King's Bridge, N. Y., during 
the Revolutionary war.

lutionary fanatic, had an oppoi- 
tumty to step within three paces 
ol the car and open fire with a 
icvolver. 


The Archduke, heir apparent to 


the Austrian throne, was fatally 
wounded 
in 
the 
neck. 
The 


Duchess, attempting to shield her 
husband, was mortally wounded 
m the body. 


An hour or so before, a revolu- 


tionary comrade of Prinzip had 
thrown a grenade at the Arch* 
duke. It exploded in the street, 
wounding a military aide. 


At the city hall, the mayor id- 


vised the Archduke to cut short 
his visit in Sarajevo. He agreed 
but wanted to visit the hospital to{ 
inquire after the wounded military 
aide. History's most fateful ride 
followed. 


Bosnia, heavily Slavic, had been 


seething with discontent over Aus- 
trian rule. 
Army officers of 


neighboring Slavic Serbia were 
Jinked with the assasination plat, 
and Austria sent a drastic ulti- 
matum to that country. Serbia 
appealed to her big Slavic protec- 
tor, imperial Russia. Six weeks 
later the European volcano 
had 


blown its top. 


Although Prinzip's shots pre- 


cipitated the bloodiest war in his- 
tory—more than 7,000,000 battle 
deaths alone—he himself escaped 
the death penalty, drew a 20-year 
sentence. 
The Austrian law did 


not permit capital punishment for 
persons under 20, but Prinzip died 
of tuberculosis in the spring of 
1918.

Byrd Diary Illustrative 


Of Virginia Colonial Life 
For more than three years, from 


February, 1709, to September, 1712, 
Col. William Byrd jotted down in 
shorthand notes on the day's routine 
on his extensive plantation. When 
he wis elected to a seat on the 
Virginia council of state, he record- 
ed in his diary that he drank too 
much wine, played cards late, lost 
20 shillings and forgot to say his 
prayers before going to bed, writes 
a correspondent to the Kansas City 
Star. Subsequently he began to wor- 
ry about his diet, deciding that only 
one item of food should be eaten at 
a meal. Byrd wrote for his own di- 
version, unaware that some two cen- 
turies later his diary would fall into 
the hands of an expert on archaiq 
shorthand. 


Byrd's diary, hitherto unknown, 


was discovered by accident in tne 
Huntmgton library, San Marino i 
Calif. Dr. Louis B. Wright, of th I 
library's research staff, was exarr f 


intng documents in search of materi- 
al tor a book on the social and intel- 
lectual history of early Virginia. He 
came across some manuscripts by 
William Byrd, whose "History of 
the Dividing Line" is one of the 
bright items of our colonial litert- 
ture. A small volume writt»n In 
shorthand was scrutinized. A few 
passages in longhand, obviously in 
Byrd's handwriting, aroused inter- 
est and the book was turned over to 
Mrs. Marion Tinling, who recog- 
nized the shorthand system as that 
ol William Mason, a shorthand writ- 
er of note of the Seventeenth cen- 
tury. Mrs. Tinlinp identified tr 3 
shorthand notes as the work of Byrd 
and promptly set about transcribing 
the daily entries.

How To Shoot Skeet

Skeet-shooting is becoming uni- 


versal. The 1939 champion may be 
a man with years of clay-target 
and bird-shooting experience. On 
the other hand, he may be—as in 
1936—a 15-year-old youth. 


One reason for this is the new- 


ness of the sport. Fifteen years 
ago few persons had heard of 
skeet. Today there are 3,000 skeet 
fields in the U. S. Yet the game is 
still too young to have developed 
pastmasters. 


The rise in popularity of skeet 


is largely due to the fact that it is 
a new kind of target shooting. In 
trapshooting, the gunner stands in 
a fixed position and fires at a tar- 
get flying away from him. He is 
allowed to have the gun at his 
shoulder before the clay bird is re- 
leased. Experience counts heavily, 


is patterned on bird-hunt- 


"Hie gunner must fire at the 


clay bird, both coming and going, 
from all angles. Furthermore, he 
must not raise the gun to his 
shoulder until the zooming target 
is sprung from the trap. 


Thus in skeet we find a demand 


for muscular coordination — for 
quick response and the perfection 
of that elusive thing known as 
"form." Time is your enemy. One 
fifth of a second, or less, and your 
chance is lost Eyes, hands, fingers, 
and even feet must develop the 
perfection of timing and rhythm 
to meet every challenge.

Plant Bureau Detectives 


Find Mold A*mt Mice 


•WASHINGTON.—The department 


of agriculture has organized a staff 
of animal, insect and plant disease 
detectives along the lines of the fa- 
mous justice department's agents. 


The work of the "A-men" is un- 


der the direction of three bureaus: 
biological survey, lor animals and 
birds; entomology, for insects, mnd 
plant quarantine, for plant diieaiei. 


Grasshoppers are the "public ene- 


my No. 1" among insect pests. 


The most recent case solved by 


the bureau of biological survey was 
that of the ground mole, accused by 
gardeners with eating valuable 
bulbs. 


The bureau absolved the mole of 


actually committing any crime, but 
found he was "an accessory before 
the fact." 


"The myriad tunnels dug by the 


mole often become runways for the 
actual criminal, the small, ihort- 
tailed pine mice, or, in some in- 
stances, the field or meadow mice," 
the bureau said. 


"These rodents are the real of- 


fenders. They are vegetarians and 
eat roots and bulbs of garden plants. 
The mice may be destroyed by poi- 
son bait, but such repellents placed 
in the runway merely cause the 
mole to dig a new tunnel around it."
